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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 4, after "layer" insert —of the base portion—. 
In claim 1, lines 4-5, "in the base portion" has been deleted. 
Claims 3-8 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited speaker grille- 
integrated thermoplastic resin molding for automotive interior. Independent claim 1 identifies 
the uniquely distinct features of a molding that include "the foamed layer of the base portion has 
a density of not greater than 0.6 g/cm3 and the speaker grille has an average expansion ratio of 1 
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to 1.3 times". The closest prior art, Goto et al. (USPN 6,342,176), disclose door trim panel with 
a speaker grille, which either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the 
above limitations.
